class benefit.” 

Attacking the railroad bill section 
by section, the unions’ memorial de.

PEARY, NOTED EXPLORER, DIES 


Discoverer of North Pole Succumbs to 
Pernicious Anemia.

Washington—Rear Admiral Robert} 
E. Peary ‘died at his home here Feb- 
ruary 20, of peritonitis and pernicious 
ananmia. He was 64 years old. 

Admiral Peary had been ill nearly 
two years. A few weeks ago he under: | 
went an operation far blood transfu- | 
sion, but this failed to relleve him. 

At 10 a. m., April 6, 1909, the Stars 
and Stripes were hoisted over the North 
Pole, terminating a race for that hon- 
or which has attracted the most learn- 
ed and daring explorers of the world 
tor 400 years. 

The man who finally accomplished 
the feat which won for this country 
en honor equal only by the discoverer 
of America, was Robert Edwin Peary, 
then a commander in the United States 
Navy, and one of the foremost Arctic 
explorers of the world. The achiseve- 
ment was the climax of a career of 23 
years of effort, of whch period 12 
years were actually spent in the Arc- 
tic region.

U. S. ON “DRAFT DODGER” HUNT 


Thirty Thousand Michigan Men; 
Classed As “Wilful Deserters.” 


New York—Fifteen thousand draft 
dodgers living in Michigan are to be 
rounded up by the war department, 
military authorities here announced 
upon receipt from Secretary of War 
baker of an order providing for the 
investigation of 173,911 men who are 
now classified as “wilful deserters,” 

Originally 30,000 Michigan youths 
were reported ag draft dodgers, but 
investigation, subsequent to the spring 
of 1918, revealed the fact that many 
men who had falled to report to their 
cifferent boards had previously vol- 
unteered and some were at the front 
fighting. 

Since the armistice was signed the 
war department has investigated more 
than 400,000 cases of alleged draft 
dodgnig. This number of suspects 
has been reduced to 173,911, it now 
appears. 


STATE’S WAR TOLL 10,369 MEN 


Of 130,000 Michigan Boys, 1 Out of 13 
Are Listed As Casualties, 


Lansing—Of Michigan’s 130,000 sol- 
diers in the world war, 10,369 or one in 
every thirteen are listed as casualties 
by the war department at Washington, 
aecording to a report just received by 
Col. John 8S. Bersey, adjutant general 
for Michigan. 

Of these, 381 were officers and 9,988 
from the ranks. These figures include 
dead, prisoners and wounded. 

These figures deal with the Ameri- 


can expeditionary force, including 
casualties in northern Russia, but does 
not include the few in Siberia. Mar. 
ines and sailors are not included.

|SENATE TIGHTENS 
TREATY DEADLOCK 


REPASSES RESERVATION GIVING 
U. 8& RIGHT TO WITHDRAW 
AT WILL FROM LEAGUE. 


VOTE FOR ADOPTION, 45 TO 20 


Outcome Foreshadowa Pact Will Be 
Made issue In Presidential Cam- 
Palgn This Year. 


Washington—The first of the reser. 
vations attached to the peace treaty 
last November bas been re-adopted un- 
changed and by an tncreased majority 
in the senate, after the treaty’s irre- 
concilable foes, holding the balance of 
Power, had balked the efforta of Re- 
publican and Democratic leaders to se- 
cure modification in the interests of 
compromise. 

The reservation on which the sen- 
ate acted relates to withdrawal from 
membership in the league, providing 
that this nation shall be the sole judge 
whether its obligations have been ful- 
filled in case it desirea 40 withdraw 
and that notice of wilhdrawal may be 
given with a concurrent resolution of 
congress. 

The vote on its adoption was 45 
to 20, 10 Democrats joining the solid 
Republican lineup supporting it. 

The outcome, although involving the 
defection of four more democratic 
senators from the ranks of those who 
have stood against all reservations, 
generally was accepted by all elements 
in the senate as tightening the treaty 
deadlock and bringing the question of 
ratification one step nearer the politi- 
cal campaign. 

Foreshadowing the outcome, most 
of the debate resalved about the treaty 
as a campaign issue and drew from 
conspicuous figures on the Republican 
side a volley of criticism of the utter. 
ances made on the subject by Elihu 
Root in his address before the New 
York Republicans. 

Senator Johnson, of California, an 
active candidate for the party’s presi- 
dential nomination, pronounced “‘utter- 
ly silly” the declaration of Mr. Root 
that the United States should enter 
the League of Nations wtih reserva- 
tous and then move to reform it after 
a new president is inaugurated.

New York-—The United States gov- 
ernment is urged to permit the sale 
cn credit of 10,000,000 barrels of flour 
now held by the Grain corporation to 
feed the millions of starving men, wo- 
men and children in the citles of Po- 
land, Austria, Hungary, Bohemia and 
Armenia, in an appeal issued here by 
the American Relief administration. 

Thousands must slowly starve, the 
appeal added, if America, the Allies 
and neutrals continue to withhold their 
surplus food supplies from the famine- 
stricken countries.

Washington—The average family ex- 
penditure for food increased 2 per 
cent for the month ending January 16, 
according to statistics just made pub- 
lic at the labor department. Ths is 
en increase of 9 per cent over Janu- 
ary, 1919, and 120 over January, 1913. 

Comparisons of retail prices paid 
for 44 articles of food, showed that 
29 had advanced since December 15, 
while 11 had decreased and four were 
unchanged, 


American Wheat Exports Grow. 

Washington.—America’s part in 
feeding the war stricken nations of 
Europe is shown in the reports of the 
department of commerce which put 
the total wheat exports from the Unl- 
ted States in 1919 at over 36,000,000 
bushels more than the 1918 shipments, 
During the past year the United 
States exported 148,086,470 bushels of 
wheat compared with 111,177,108 in 
1918, according to the department's 
figures, representing an increase in 
value of over $96,000,000.

Dairy barns that are being built on 
up-to-date farms are a great deal more 
than shelters for the animals and a 
place In which to store their winter’s 
supply of hay ond other forage. They 


are modern farm factories for the ef- 
ficient and economica} production of 
food. 

The dairy industry has made some 
capid advances during the last few 


years. It no longer is a “side line” on 
the farm, but a profitable and impor. 
tant part of the farm work. And well 
t mey be, for the prices now secured 
by the farmer for milk and butter and 


it well worth while to conduet this part 
of the farm activities in an economical, 
“fficient and extensive manner. 

The first requisite for the economi- 
eal conduct of the dairy business fe a 
weather-tight, modernly equipped barn. 
Cows spend more than half the year 
indoors, and it is during the time they 
are in the stable that the best prices 
are secufed for their products. The 
greater the production at this time, the 
greater profits the herd will show at 
the end of the year, 

Milustrated in connection with this ar- 


the by-products, such as cheese, make {| 


exterior view of the barn, shows how 
the stable Is equipped ao that the work 
of caring for the herd can ba done 
quickly and with less labor, The stalls 
are ranged along the sides of the barn, 
with the cows facing In. Each of the 
24 stalls is divided by a steel stal) par- 
tition, while at the manger head there 
1g u continuous concrete manger, also 
separated by steel partitions. At every 
other stall head there !s an autumatic 
drinking bowl that supplies two ant. 
mals with a continuous supply of fresh, 
running water, 

Those ure the three requisites that 
inake cows productive-—fresh alr, plen- 
ty of fresh water and good feed. The 
latter {8 supplied in part by the silo 
shown at one corner of the barn, This 
sito has a capacity ample to keep the 
cows in fresh, green ensilage through- 
out the winter. Fresh water, fresh air, 
good feed and comfort go a long way 
toward Increasing ehe dalry farm prof- 
Its. 

Labor has been and will continue to 
be a large item of farm expense. 
Wages are high and men hard to get. 
But in the modern dairy barn a great 
deal of labor is saved by its equipment. 

The floor of this barn is of concrete, 
with gutters at the rear of the stalls. 
These gutters collect the manure, from 
which it 1s forked to the carrier that 
runs on the overhead track, shown on 
the plan by dot-and-dash Hnes. The 
carrier ig a great barn labor-saver, It 
not only removes the litter to the ma- 
nure pile or shed at the back of the 
barn, but conveys the feed and forage 
to the stalls. After the litter {s re- 
moved the gutters are flushed and the 
barn tg as clean as most cellars. 


Pienty of windows to admit sunshine 


are also shown in this plan. Sunshine 
is valuable in the dairy stable, not only 
for its warmth but also for {ts 
germ-killing quality. The windows al- 
low the sunshine to strike the litter al- 
leys and go a great way towara keep 
ing the stable free from disease germs, 

This {s a2 modern home for cows—~ 
one that keeps thein comfortabie and 
produetive. A cold cow {ts an uncom. 
fortable cow, and most of the feed sire 
consumes In a barn that is not weath- 
er-Uight goes to supply warmth for her 
hody, rather than to the production of 
milk. Fresh water, {t has been proved 
by test, increases the flow of milk as 
much as 10 per cent. By combining 


these features in the “dairy products 
factory” production is increased and

ticle is one type of the modern dairy 
barn. This ts a plank frame structure, 
86 by GO feet, with the cow stable In 
the basement. The grade entrance 
leads to the first floor, which fs used 
for the storage of farm vehicles and 
machinery, and above Its the mow for 
the storage of’ hay and other forage, 

This barn ts constructed so that it 
~will be weather-tight. The cows wil! 
be kept warm.and comfortable during 
the coldest of wenther, and. at the 
same time, will be supplied with plenty 
of fresh air, and the stable will be 
clean and sanitary. Three suction ven- 
tilators are focated on the roof of the 
barn. These ventilators are connected 
with foul-air flues, and draw the {m- 
pure alr out of the stuble and allow it 
to be replaced by fresh alr.

FOOD PRICES CONTINUE RISE 


Recorded 


Advance of 120 Per Cent 
Since 1913. 


Washington—The average family ex- 
penditure for food increased 2 per 
cent for the month ending January 16, 
according to statistics just made pub 
lic at the labor department. Ths is 
en increase of 8 per cent over Janu- 
ary, 1919, and 120 over January, 1913. 

Comparisons of retail prices paid 
for 44 articles of food, showed that 
29 had advanced since December 16 
while 11 had decreased and four were 
unchanged, 


American Wheat Exports Grow. 

Washington—America’s part in 
feeding the war stricken nations of 
Europes {s shown tn the reports of the 
department of commerce which put 
the total wheat exports from the Unt- 
ted States in 1919 at over 86,000,000 
bushels more than the 1918 shipments, 
During the past year the United 
Btates exported 148,086,470 bushels of 
wheat compared with 111,177,103 in 
1918, according to the department's 
figures, representing an increase in 
value of over $96,000,000,

Every Person Who Had Income 
‘in 1919 Must . Determine 
Own Liability 


MARCH 15 LAST FILING DATE. 


Sureat Way Is to Foli8w Form 1040A, 
Free Advice in Doubtful Cases, 
Severe Penalties in 
Law. — 


Nobody 1s exempt from Income Tax. 
An obligation Is laid directly on the 
shoulders of each citizen and resident 
to consider his own case and to get his 
return In on time If one is due. 

With each return showing a tax due 
a@ payment must accompany the return 
in the full amount of the tax or at 
lanst one-quarter of the tax. 

All returns for 1919 must be filed on 
or before March 15, 

Must Show True Figures. 

In figuring up his earnings for in- 
come tax purposes a person must take 
Into consideration all items of taxable 
income, and each ftem itself must be 
accurate in amount. Guesses and es- 
timates must be avoided, for the re- 
turn Is made under oath. 

Everybody who had an income dur- 
ing 1919 must now determine whether 
his or her net tncome was sufficient in 
ninvunt to require an Income Tax re- 
turn. The best way to find out {s to 
get a Form 1040A and follow the in- 
structions printed on it. That form 
will serve as a reminder of every item 
of {ucome; and if a return is due, it 
tells how to prepare and ffle it. 

One, of the important points to keep 
in mind is that a person's net income 
ig found by a computation prescribed 
In the law. and that each item of In- 
come from every source must be con- 
sidered, unless specifically exempted. 

Another thing to remember {s that 
the personal exemption allowed tax- 
payers by law has no relation whatever 
to the requirement to file return. This 
exemption is not to be considered unt) 
a person has figured out his net in- 
come and determined whether it was 
sufficient to require him to file a re- 
turn, Then, if a return must be filed, 
he should read carefully the instruc- 
tions for claiming exemption, and com- 
plete bis return. 

If in doubt on any point as to income 
or deductions, @ person may se.ure 
free advice and ald from the nearest 
Internal Revenue office. Many banks 
and trust companies are also_furrish- 
ing similar service during banking 
hours. 

Heavy Penalties in Law, 

For friling to nee a return on time 
the penaJty is a fie of not more than 
$1,000 and an addition of 25 per cent 
to the tux, If any. For making a false 
or fraudulent return the penalty is a 
fine of not more than $10,000 or !m- 
prisonment not exceeding one year, or 
both; and, in addition, 50 per cent of 
the tax, There are other pccalties for 
failing to pay tax when due, and for 
understatement of the tax through 
negligence. 

Many Sources of Income, 

Aside from what one may earn by 
his services, there are many other 
sources of income. If he sold any 
property during 1919 he must figure 
out the gain realized. If he rented 
bulldings, Jand, apartments or rooms 
such rents must he considered ftaxa- 
ble, and he may claim deductions for 
necessary expenses incidental to rents. 

Bank interest is a common source 
of income and is taxable whether with- 
drawn or not. Any amount of interest 
“eredited to a depositor is income to 
the depositor. 

Interest on mortgages and notes Is 
taxable; also bond interest received 
from corporations. 

A taxpayer who cashed his ingur- 
ance during 1919 must report as in- 
come any excess received over the to- 
cal of premiums paid. 

Members of partnerships or person- 
al service corporations.or beneficiaries 
of an estate or trust must report their 
shares of income distributable to them 
whether or not actually withdrawn. 

Dividends of domestic corporations 
must be reported. Many other forms 
of income are taxable, unless specifical- 
ly exempted. 


INCOME TAX IS 
DUE MARCH 15 


Penaities for Delay and Failure 
to Make Returns—Early 
Compliance Urged. 


All income tax returns covering the 
year 1919 must be filed by Monday, 
March 15. Each taxable return must 
be accompanied by check or money or- 
der for the full amount or at least one- 
quarter of the amount of tax due. 

Cash payments are accepted only at 
the collector's main office; if sent by 
mail, they are at the sender's risk. 

Residents of Michigan should send 
returns and payments to John A. Gro. 
gan, Collector of Interna] Revenue, De- 
trolt, or KE. J. Doyle, Collector of Inter- 
nal Revenue, Grand Rapids. 

Those who must file returns but 
have not done so are warned that tha

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COW-TESTING IS PROFITABLE 


Best Scientific Agency for Isolating 
and Eradicating Drones From 
Dairy Herd. 


(Prepared by the United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture.) 


Practical reports from the various 
eow-testIng associations throughout 
the country show the value of this 
work of separating the chaff from the 
wheat in cowdom. The modern cow- 
testing association is the best scientific 
agency for isolating and eradicating 
the drones froin the herd, while it also 
is of value as a detector of the highest 
producing animals. Such stuales of 
the cow's appetite, digestion and pro- 
duction are the econom!cal and logical 
methods of increasing the net earp- 
{ngs of the dairy. 

One Ohio cow-testing association, 
whose members owned 385 cows last 
year, reports an association average of 
345 pounds of butterfat per cow, and 
that the present production of the 
cows is 72 pounds of fat more apiece 
than it was at the first of the year, 

Another cow-testing association an- 
nounces that its expenses during the 
last five years have been below $4.000 
while the value of the increased pro- 
duction during only the last year has 
aggregated over $11,000. This remark- 
able increase in income is not abnor- 
mal for this particular association as 
during each year the production of the 
cows has improved and the returns 
greatly increased. Members from an- 


other association report that abl other 
cow owners are feeding the individual 
animals according to the capacity and 
production of each cow. This isa re-
